Whatever their true feelings 
muy have been, most of the Nazi 
nrronera delighted in parading 
their Hitlerism.

Later one eventng a Jewish cap- 
live, who had committed the folly 
of wearing the uniform of a pro- 
hibited Zionist society, was march- 
ed to the vells while we were taking 
exercise. He was downcast and 
hungry, and we did what we could 
to comfort him.: I gave him a 
packet of cigarettes, and another 
prisoner made him some sand- 
wiches of black bread and jam.
